My feelings get a bit bent out of shape when I hear word of closed 
repeaters. In the past, I have had experience in trying to report 
road emergencies, or if nothing else, seek directions when in an 

area I have not been in before, only to find that either the repeater 
I can hit is not up, or no one will talk to me. So, closed repeaters 
ARE a "bummer". 


However. Each time I have heard reference to closed repeaters and 
their attendant evils, people dredge up the situation here in South 
California. The trouble in LA did not come from closed repeaters, 
but the closed repeaters were the result of trashy operators, jammers, 
access-code extorters and the rest of that ilk. 


How many of you have actually been down here to hear what goes on on 

2 meters? When I came back to this town, I was shocked beyond belief. 
Those of you who know me, know that I tend to be a bit crazy-humoured 
on the air, butIalso know when humour stops and bad begins. Down here, 
such distinctions are not drawn. Any of you who are opposed to closed 
repeaters are welcome to come down here and listen to 146.01/.61 any 
old time: So far, Portland has done well in keeping this sort of thing 
at bay for the most part, but if things get bad as they are down here, 
many of you will be BEGGING for closed machines. I anded up putting 

a sub-audible-tone board in my radio to work a few decent (closed) 
machines. I am off the air now(a result of the crime level here, 

but that's another story), but if I get another set, it WILL have 
ability to work closed machines, and I will pay to support them, as 

I supported 3 machines in Portland. 


One of your members had accused me on many odcasions of "bringing 6- 
land ideas" to Portland. This was interesting, considering the source 
of the remarks, but as I say, if you have not heard the situation here, 
don't be so very swift to judge it. 


To close, I hope sincerely that Portland does not have to go to a 
set of closed machines, but unless you all take a good hard look 
at your operating pacticiles, willingness to support the machines

e Department o efense shares 
ARRL's concern over the proliferation of 
‘anti-ham' zoning ordinances which prohib- 
it effective operation of amateur radio 
stations by limiting antenna heights or 
restricting accessory uses of residential 
real property.

, CONSUMER ALERT: Japanese domestic Yaseu 
EI-757 GX transceivers’ are starting to 
appear in the central USA, according to Bob 


Mc Kay, N8ADA, Of the Dayton Amateur Radi~ 


Association. Me.Kay told Westlink tha. 
these radios lack several features found 
in the US export model, including a CW 
‘filter and the ability to operate on the 
WARC bands. It must be stressed that these 
radios are not being imported into the USA 
by Yaesu, but seem to be entering the 
country illegally through private, unknown 
sources. Mc Kay notes that the mantals 
differ from those imported to the USA by 
Yaesu, and that the cartons are clearly 
marked that the radio cannot be serviced in 
the United States. .However, this latter 
information may be covered over on the 
shipping container to.keep the prospective 
purchaser from being, aware that he is 
buying "gray merchandise." Westlink will 
follow up on this story and will try to 
locate the source of the seemingly illegal 
imports. In the meantime, we suggest that 
you inspect very carefully any radio 
offered as a “bargain” at a swap meet, 
hamfest or other gathering. 


@Have I got a deal for you! Want to buy 


some spectrum? Understand the FCC is consid- 
ering selling it - although not ham frequencies. 
Supposedly the Commission will ask Congress 


for authority to auction off unassigned spec- 
trum. Idea is to market the scarce resource to 
the highest bidder as a substitute for compara- 
tive hearings and any necessary lotteries to 
devide equal applicants. : F 


-'’ Eventually the FCC reallocated most of 
the old 460-MHz CB band to business. Only 
eight very crowded paired channels remain and 
make up the General Mobile Radio Service, 
GMRS. As a compromise, however, the FCC 
"tossed a bone" to the public by turning the 
little-used 11-meter ham band into a personal 
2-way radio service. It was one of the worst 
decisions the FCC ever made and untimately 
caused them a lot of grief! 


What was intended to help small busi- 
ness, ended up becoming a codeless, unsuper- 
vised ham band. with the gas-short ‘trucker pro- 
viding the leadership.
